The reply filed on October 20, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): 

The amendment to claim 1 apparently now requires that the plurality of agents must be selected from two or more separate 
actions and therefore excludes the elected species of tunicamycin and geldanamycin from coverage by the generic claims. The general 
policy of the Office is not to permit the applicant to shift to claiming another invention after an election is once made and action given 
on the elected subject matter. As evidenced by the rejection of record, the elected species is patentably distinct from other claimed 
species. As a result of the amendment discussed above, the claims of record previously under consideration now cover only non- 
elected species and are therefore withdrawn from consideration. There are therefore no claims under consideration.
